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THREE BURGLARS CAUGHT. 


They Ran Afoul of an Alarm In a 


Store at South Berwick, Me. 


Salmon Falls, May 8.—Three man 


were captured in tlie clothing store 
of M. M. Bartlett at South Berwick, 
Me., early today, by a clerk who had 
been aroused by the burglar alarm, 
assisted by three other persons. The 
men gave the following names: Wal- 
ter Bishop, N. Y., John Arisford and 
James Coltswood, England. Evidence 
was found later, however, that the 
'names were fictitious and that two 
ot" the men came from the vicinity of 
Boston, while Coltswood was John 
Scott of Fall River. A letter in his 
pocket disclosed the identity of Scott. 
The sounding of the burglar alarm 
early today was the repetition of an 
occurrence of a year and a half ago, 
and the clerk who was awakened by 
the noise did just what he had done 
on the previous occasion and suc- 
ceeded in making a capture, but there 
were only three men for him to take. 
Four were capturd in the previous 
raid. 
The clerk, on being aroused, 


quietly called upon three neighbors, 
and surrounded 
the 
store. 
They 


lound that a window had been broken 
and that three men were at work in- 
side. Finding that they could net es- 
cape, the burglars surrendered with- 
out resistance and v/ero taken to the 
police station. There they gave the 
names recorded, but when they were 
searched cards 
and 
papers 
were 


found showing that they had recently 
been in Boston and the letter disclos- j 
ing the name and residence of Scott 
carne to light. The men were given 
a hearing today and were committed 
to the Alfred jail to await action by 
the grand jury which is now in ses- 
sion.

A FAMOUS CONFLICT. 


THE GREATEST DUEL WITH^SWORDS 


THAT HISTORY RECORDS. 


It Wm» Fo««l>< In the Prmrnce of n 


Whole Army, and Twclvr M»»ter« 
At Ar»» Went Down In Succession. 
Killed by the Blade of Jenn I.oul». 
So extraordinary is this combat that 


it would be hold a romance had It not 
been witnessed by a whole army. The 
hero was Jean Louis, one of the great- 
est masters of swordsmanship who ev- 
er lived, and the combat happened in 
Madrid in 1S13. He was the master at 
arms of the Thirty-second regiment of 
French infantry—the First regiment, 
composed entirely of Italians, forming 
part of the same brigade. Regimental 
esprit de corps uud rivalries of nation- 
ality caused constant quarrels, when 
swords were often whipped out or bul- 
lets exchanged. 


After a small battle had occurred In 


the streets of Madrid, in which over 
200 French and Italian soldiers had 
taken part, the officers of the t\vo regi- 
ments, in a council of war assembled, 
decided to give such breaches of order 
a .Trent blow, and to re-establish disci- 
pline they agreed that the masters at 
arms of the two regiments should take 
up the quarrel and fight it out. 


The details of the battle wore simple 


and quickly arranged. The duel was 
to take place In the open and In the 
presence of the whole army. The crack 
swordsmen of the two regiments were 
selected, and each group arranged the 
order in which their men were to face 
their opponents. The next day was the 
time set. for the bloody ordeal. 


Shortly after daybreak, as the sun 


rose, the army assembles. Then a mo- 
ment of expectancy. 


The drum is heard. Two men naked 


to the waist step into the ring. The 
first is tall and strong. His black eyes 
rove disdainfully 
upon the gaping 


crowd. 
He is Giacomo Ferrari, the 


celebrated Italian. 
The second, tall, 


also handsome and with muscles like 
steel, stands modestly awaiting the 
word of command. His name is Jean 
Louis. 
The witnesses assume their 


places on either side of their princi- 
pals. A deathlike silence ensues. 


"On guard;" The two masters cross 


swords. 
Giacomo Ferrari lunge.-, re- 


peatedly at Jean Louis, but in MI In. 
His every thrust is met by a parry. 
He makes up his mind to bide ills 
chance and caresses and tenses his op- 
ponent's bind". 


Jean Louis, calm and watchful, lends 


himself to the. play, when, quicker tliau 
lightning, the Italian jumps aside with 
a loud yvll and mnken a terrible hinge 
at .lean Louis—a Florentine trick, often 
successful. 
Kut, with extraordinary 


rapidity, Jean Louis has parried, and 
rlsposts quickly in the shoulder. 


"It is nothing," cried (Jlaeomo, "a 


mere scratch," :md they agnln fall on 
guard. Almost directly he in hit in the 
breast. 
This time the sword of .lean 


Louis, who Is now attacking, pene- 
trates deeply, Oiacomo's face becomes 
livid, his fiword drops from his linnd 
and ho falls heavily on the turf. He Is 
dead. 


Jean Louis Is already In position. He 


wipes his reeking blade; then, with the 
point of his sword in the ground, lie 
calmly awaits- the ne.\i man. H> has 
hardly had two mlnutci' rest. lie Is 
ready. A new adversary stands before 
him. 


A sinister click of swords is heard, a 


lunge, a parry, a rlhpost, and then a 
cry, a sigh, n ml all is over. ,\ second 
body is before Jenu Louis. A third ad- 
versary advance*. They wanted Jenn 
Louis to rest 


"I am not tired." he answers, with a 


smile. The signal is given. The Italian 
is as tall as the one who lies then- ^ 
corpse, covered by a military dual:. 
He has closely -watched Jean Louis' 
play, and thinks he has guessed the se- 
cret of his victories. Ile'multlplies his 
feints and tricks, and then, all at once, 
bounding like a tiger on his prey, he- 
gives his opponent a terrible thrust in 
the lower line. But Jean Ivouis' sword 
has parried, and is now deep within his 
opponent's breast. 


What need to relate, any more. Ten 


new adversaries followed him, and the 
tui fell before Jean Louis, amid the 
excited yells ami roars of tin army. 


At the request of the Thirty-second 


regiment's colonel, who thought the 
lesson 
sufficient, Jean 
Louis, aft-r 


much pressing, consented to stop the 
combat, and bo shook hands with the 
two survivors, applauded by 10,000 
men.

"The greatest magicians I have ever

Dakota. In the uutnmn of tba.t year,

There seems to have been 
only one requirement of the maker— 
namely, that when, the flageolet waa 
blown with all the six holes stopped 
there should he strong vibrations in the 
tone produced. This instrument waa 
used exclusively for solos by the young 
men of the tribe.—Journal of Ameri- 
can Folk Lure.

went into the fire barefooted and bare- 
legged.

They form n ring, singing and dancing 
Thu ring opens, and there you see grow- 
ing out of the bare ground of the corral 
a small plant.

When it opens a 
second time, the yucca baccata plsint ia 
noticed. 
In Indian rites everything 


goes by fours. It is their sacred num- 
ber, as three and seven nro tmcred num- 
bers with us. There are four acts in the 
rite. 
Tbe second is the plant in bud. 


The third ie the plant in flower. The 
ring closes again, and when it opens 
thero is the fruit, with great beans six 
inches long hanging to it. The expla- 
nation is that they bring into the inclo- 
snre with them the various parts of the 
plant, which they deftly place in proper 
position whilti tho ring is closed during 
the incantation.?. 


"They use their blankets to covor the 


work. For rude people like them, with 
poor instruments, in tho days when 
they had flint knives, it must have 
been a great task to prepare for this 
trick. Our wax workers and toymakere 
would not find it difficult. The Indians 
in the audience believe tho dancers to 
be gifted with supernatural power. The 
performance is partly religions worship 
and partly amusement.

Of the many things of interest which 


engage one's attention on a voyage to 
the far north there is none more fas- 
cinating than the study of icebergs. If 
any person who has never seen these 
remarkable aud beautiful forms will 
look at a piece of ice as it floats freely 
In a tumbler of water, he will form a 
most imperfect idea of what au iceberg 
really looks like. 
, 


Perhaps the only feature which the 


floating ice mountain and the fragment 
of ice appear, ou consideration, to hrtve 
in common, is that they both have an 
Immense proportion of their bulk un- 
der water—the exact proportion being 
somewhat greater in fresh water than 
in salt water; there being in salt water 
about seven-eighths of the entire mass 
under water, varying, of course, more 
or less in different latitudes, according 
to the saltness of the sea aud the con- 
sequent difference of the buoyancy 
given to objects floating therein. 


And here it may be said that it is 


most difficult, when one Is looking at 
an iceberg, to steady the mind from 
wandering a great deal from the real- 
ization of so simple a fact as this, ow- 
ing, one would suppose, to the difficulty 
of conceiving of the enormous quantity 
of ice which is hidden below tho se;i 
level of the berg—In the case of some 
of the larger bergs implying many mil- 
lions of tons of Ice. 


One striking difference between the 


appearance of the iceberg and that 
of our lump of ice is the seemingly 
general opaqueness of the berg and the 
smooth aud dazzling \\hiteuess of its 
surface, much of it presenting the ap- 
pearance of frosted silver, the frac- 
tures or vents which are frequently 
visible on its glittering faces being 
generally emerald green, merging into 
a blue, varying from that of turquoise 
almost to indigo. 


Presently It will appear that an ice- 


berg must always consist of frozen 
fresh water. Frozen sea water. It is 
true, does occur in vast quantities in 
the sea, but this Is in general quite 
different in form and size- aud entirely 
different in the origin of its formation. 
This ice is called floe ice, pack ice or 
tield ice, according to where aud how it 
is disposed. 


The formation of icebergs is some- 


thing like this: The whole of tho in- 
terior of the continent of Greenland, 
which consists of upward of 300,01)0 
square miles of mountainous plateaus, 
is perpetually covered to a depth of 
many hundred feet with one vast 
desert of snow, called the "ice cap." 


This receives a constant increase of 


newly fallen snow, that during the 
summer becomes, by the action of the 
sun aud wet -Heather by day. and by 
regelutlon at night, changed iuto a 
granulated condition. 


Afterward it is recongealed iuto ice. 


:md, being impelled by enormous pres- 
sure from behind and above, throws 
off n great number of river;-, of ice, or 
glaciers, as they are called, presentlna 
the appearance of a noble torrent sud- 
denly petritied by some overwhelming 
force. 


The snowflelds, which lie at the up- 


per part of every glacier, are compose*., 
of crystallized snow, which continues 
unchanged so long as it remains dry. 
but undergoes a great transformation 
when the sun, melting the ypper sur- 
face, allows the water to trickle down 
into the substance of the mass of snow. 


This fluid congealing again during 


the night Irani-forms the snow into a 
granulated mass 
formed 
of small, 


round icicles, half snow aud half ice. 


By the repetition of this process, 


which also displaces tho air, and by 
pressure from the subjacent layers, the 
whole mass is now united and consoli- 
dated to form ice. As an illustration 
of regelation of ice when the air Is ex- 
cluded, we may take two pieces of ice 
and under water place them together 
so that they touch. They will immedi- 
ately freeze together. As a string of 
small fragments of ice may easily thus 
lie formed, so also are chains of ice- 
bergs sometimes met with. 


From the interior these glaciers wend 


fieir slow and resistless way down the 
mountain .sides or through the valleys 
toward or iuto the sea. As the width 
and length, so does the height or thick- 
ness of the glacier vary, in some in- 
stances the measurement being as 
ir.uch as 300 or 400 feet, rising out of 
the sea or fiord like a solid wall ot' 
glass, with an unknown and almost un- 
fathomable depth of ice below the sea 
level. 


The foot of the glacier, where it 


reaches the sea, may often be many 
miles in width. The great Ilmnboldt 
glacier has a preclpitloxis facial edge of 
some CO miles in length. The disrup- 
tion of great masses of its substance, 
between the combined action, of the 
upraising force of the tides on its un- 
der surface and its own overhanging 
weight as it protrudes down into the 
sen, accompanied at such a moment by 
a detouation and thunder like the uoise 
of artillery, forms icebergs. 


As the Immense mass strikes the wa- 


ter many fragments, forming smaller 
bergs, are shaken off. The white foam

"Two facts that may sfeern some- 


what peculiar to shore folks," said an 
ex-sailor of the navy, "are, first, that 
only about one-half of the men-o'- 
war's men In our service or In any oth- 
er service, in fact, know how to swim, 
and, second, that sharks arc the most 
cowardly of all living creatures. It is 
odd that so large a proportion of the 
naval sailors dou't know bow to swim, 
but It is probably due to the fact that 
a great number of our men-o'-war's 
men nowadays come from the Interior 
of the country, where there is no wa- 
ter for them to learn how to swim. 


"In the old navy—and I put all of my 


service In the old navy, so called—the 
man who couldn't swim was, as soon 
as the fact was discovered by his ship- 
mates, incontinently chucked over the 
side when swimming call went, and 
he just had to swim. Of course the 
men wouldn't let a fellow who didn't 
know how to swim drown before their 
eyes, but they would see to it that he 
made a hard stab at the art of swim- 
ming before they picked him up. If he 
didn't succeed in swimming the first 
time, overboard he would go the very 
next time all hands took a plunge over 
the side at swimming call, aud thus all 
of the men serving on the old lino of 
packets became swimmers before they 
left the service. 
It is forbidden to 


throw a nouswimmer into the water 
now, but I think it would be a good 
thing if the practice were still contin- 
ued. 


"The officers of the ships today insist 


upon the apprentice lads learning to 
swim, but they let the uonswlmmers 
among the newly recruited landsmen 
go along without learning. There have 
been numerous drowning incidents in 
our navy within recent years, owing 
to the inability of men who were oth- 
erwise excellent sailors iu the easy art 
of swimming. 


"As to the cowardliness of sharks, 


that fact is well known among meu 
who have been much to sea iu south- 
ern waters infested by man eaters. 
The fiercest man eater that ever bullied 
a poor little pilot iuto acting as a food 
scout for him will jjet out of the sea 
way iu a mighty big hurry if a swim- 
mer, noticing the shark's approach, 
sets up a noisy splashing. A shark 
in deadly fear of any sort of living 
thing that splashes in the water. 


"Down among the south sea islands 


the natives never go In sea bnthin 
alone, but always iu parties of half a 
dozen or so, iu order that they may 
make the greatest hubbub in the wa- 
ter and thus scare the sharks away 
Once in awhile a too venture»om« 
swimmer among these natives foolish- 
ly detaches himself from his s.vlm 
tiling party and momentarily fo-'get.1- 
to keep up his splashing. Then there 
is a sudden swish, and the man eater 
comes up behind him like a flash and 
stobbles him. 


"I know a naval officer who, down iu 


the harbor of Acnpuleo, Mexico, one 
afternoon a few years ago stepped ou 
a sleeping man eater iu shallow water 
while battling. The officer gave him- 
self up for lost, but he made a frantic 
effort to wade in to the beach. I!" ox 
pected every minute to have both of 
bis lees lopped off by the shark's teeth. 
hi wading in he, of course, made a K»t 
of disturbance in the water, and this 
is what saved him. AVhen, to his own 
surprise, ho finally stepped up on the 
beach and looked back for his shark, 
he saw the man eater's fin cleaving 
the blue waters of the bay hundreds of 
feet away, bound outward."—Washing- 
ton Star.

We 
may imagine what an uproar ia pro- 
daced when all the bells of a cathedral 
are being treated in this manner. Any 
man who is able may exercise hia skill, 
and the duration of the ringing de- 
pends upon the caprice or the strength 
and patience of the ringers. 


The spectacle is very strange of the 


great bells swinging, with one, two or 
more bold ringera hanging from them 
in any attitude which seems to them, 
best adapted to pushing out the most 
noise. In the Giralda at Seville, the 
first time I witnessed thit-, the clamor 
was frightful.

The English Government Tried to 


»»d Did For a Time Suppre»n the 
Mew» Because It Fenred a General 
Vprlsiugr *t the Convict Colony. 


ffhe history of the discovery of gold 


in Australia makes peculiar reading in 
these days, when tne mere suspicion pf 
gold in a district, however close to un- 
inhabitable regions, will canae a rush. 
Gold in Australia was discovered—one 
might alraest be pardoned for saying 
first discovered—many times. Bnt the 
news of the earliest discoveries was 
jealously kept from spreading. The se- 
cret of this reticence lay in the presence 
of the army of convicts which then 
composed the balance of tne popula- 
tion. Had a gold panic broken out it 
was feared that a general uprising of 
the prisoners would take place. 


Nevertheless the first gold found in 


Australia was by convicts in 1814, 
near Bathnrst, New South Wales. The 
discoverers gathered together a quan- 
tity quite sufficient to lead them to be- 
lieve that they had found a gold mine. 
Bnt when they reported what they con- 
sidered their good fortune to the keeper 
he, instead of undertaking to recom- 
mend them for pardon or easing their 
hard labors in any way, threatened to 
give them all a sound flogging if they 
ventured again to say a word about the 
matter or to spend any more time pick- 
ing np gold. The nest find was made 
on the Fish river in 1823, not far from 
the spot where the convicts had come 
across it nine years before- This newe, 
being reported to the authorities, was 
also ordered suppressed. 
Within the, 


course of the next two years finds were 
so frequent that the London govern- 
ment began to take great interest in 
the affair. But the fact that another 
region of the yellow metal might be at 
the disposal of such as might rieek was 
kept rigidly secret until in 1825 a dra- 
matic incident precluded all possibility 
of further secrecy. 


A convict was discovered with a nug- 


get of gold in his possession. When 
asked how he had come by the metal, 
he said that he had picked it up in the 
bush. lie was cautioned and told that 
the authorities had no doubt that he 
hud stolen the gold, but the prisoner 
stoutly held to his original tale. At 
length he was taken out and severely 
flogged in public aa a thief. There is 
now no doubt that the man told tliv 
truth. After this, although the public 
were every now and then keyed up to 
great expectations by some reported 
find, no further veins were discovered 
until 1839, when a Russian nobleman 
found a rich deposit in the Blue moun- 
tain?. The British government again 
became fearful of the consequence of 
euch news upon a colony of convicts 
and ordered tho matter suppressed. Yet 
sufficient people had heard of it to keep 
the story alive and give credence, to 
such rumors as arose from time to time. 
So matters drifted on. Time and time 
again busbmcn, shepherds, convicts, 
surveyors, picked up small nuggets and 
brought them to the centers of popula- 
tion, but at that day people were noth- 
ing like so keen on gold mining as they 
subsequently became, and the subject 
of gold in Australia was not pursued as 
one would expect it to be. 
« 


The discovery of gold in California 


changed all that. Those rich fields, 
panning out their golden store and fill- 
ing the coffers of lucky individuals and 
governments at a rate never dreamed 
of, awakened a thirst for prospecting 
all the world over. In every part of the 
earth men went out with pick and pan, 
hoping to conif across tho precious

He worked 
for something like a couple of years in 
California and then set sail for New 
South Wales. Returning, he, cf course, 
carried in his mind the thought that 
perhaps there might be gold in Bath- 
nrst, and when he lauded he set to 
work to make a thorcugh search. 


Before this, however, be bad made 


the acquaintance of William and James 
Toms and J. H. O. Lister, who were 
ansious to prcspect for gold. 
Har* 


greaves taught them how to uae pick 
and pan, the dish and the cradle—in 
fact, gave them a practical if rough 
education into the mysteries of gold 
and gold hearing rocks and gravel. 
These men struck out, and in April, 
18ol, the three pupils returned to their 
old master, and, lo, in their pockets 
they carried gold to the amount of four 
ounces. Hargreaves, knowing the ropes, 
took this gold and full directions to the 
proper qnarter. The news went forth, 
the rush began, rich finds were made, 
and Hargreaves waa hailed as the dis- 


j coverer of gold in Australia. In reality

Foi 
a minute or more she gazed wonder 
ingly into the depths below and thei 
started to get up.

dropped into the pond. 


Louie, who had been keeping a 


brotherly eye on little Ethel saw the 
accident and ran to the spot.

gazed over the edge but saw nothing 
but a rippled surface.
